RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING EMERGENCY AWARD OF CONTRACT  

WITHOUT PUBLIC BIDDING PURSUANT TO N.J.S.A. 40A:11-6 

 

 WHEREAS, the Town of Clinton operates a Water Utility that provides water service to five towns within 

Hunterdon County and the State of New Jersey; and 

 

 WHEREAS, main breaks unexpectedly occur at locations which cannot be predicted; and 

 

 WHEREAS, depending on the significance of the damage to streets and roads numerous residents can be 

impacted; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the Town of Clinton experienced a main break on Old Allerton Road on May 22, 2022, 

causing a very large sinkhole; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the Public Works/Business Administrator for the Town of Clinton,  

has determined that an emergency repair of the roadway is necessary in order to maintain the integrity of the Water 

Utility to supply water to homes, businesses and schools; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the Public Works/Business Administrator for the Town of Clinton has determined, that the 

damaged water main and roadway requires emergency repairs to swiftly put the system back into regular operation; 

and 

 

 WHEREAS, the number of contractors who have the experience, availability and reliability to perform this 

work on an emergency basis is limited; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the Public Works/Business Administrator has secured a contractor who is qualified to do this 

work on an emergency basis; and 

 

 WHEREAS, Adamsville Maintenance has been secured to perform the emergency work; and 

 

 WHEREAS, an actual or imminent emergency exists which requires the performance of repair work to the 

water main and sinkhole on Old Allerton Road; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the need for the repair work could not have been reasonably foreseen; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the breakage of the water main and sinkhole causes, in the immediate, a public safety hazard 

if not promptly rectified; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the failure to immediately repair the water main and sinkhole will preclude the proper water 

supply to homes, schools and businesses; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the contract will be of such limited duration as to meet only the immediate needs of the 

emergency; 

 

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Mayor and Council of the Town of Clinton, Hunterdon 

County that the Mayor and Clerk or the Public Works/Business Administrator is authorized to enter into a contract 

with Adamsville Maintenance in accordance with a copy of the proposal attached hereto.
